NEW ORAFT OF BILL 
FOR GREATER BOSTON 
MEETS. APPROBATION 


General satisfaction with the amended 
Chamber of Commerce bill, reported fa- 
vorably in the Senate Monday, which 
originally provided for a metropolitan 
council and a federation of the various 
cities and towns of the metropolitan dis- 
trict,-in order that Greater Boston should 
attain a higher standing in the census 
reports, was shown today by those who 
commented on the measure as it 
stands. 

The new bill, it is understood, was 
framed by opponents of the chamber’s 
original draft, at the request of the 
chamber. It does not embody the feat- 
ures objected to by Mayor Charles E. 
Hatfield of Newton and other suburban 
residents, such ag the metropolitan coun- 
cil and other administrative features, but 
provides that the state bureau of statis- 
tics shall compile and publish every five 
years or oftener the combined statistics 
of population, valuation, commerce, man- 
ufactures and all other accessible sta- 
tistics, whether from the national or the 
state census, and shall publish this data

Springfield Man Nominated 
by Republican* Caucus, 
While the Democrats 
Choose Frank J. Donahue. 

CANDIDATES

cepresentative Albert P. Langtry of 
Springfield and Frank J. Donahue of Bos- 
ton were chosen this afternoon as the 
candidates of the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties, respectively, for secretary 
of state to succeed William M. Olin at 
separate caucuses of the two parties 
among the members of the ee 
at the State House. 

Representative Langtry was chosen on 
the second ballot, having five more votes 
than the necessary majority and leading 
his nearest opponent, Senator Daniel E 
Denney of Worcester, by 16 votes. 

Former Senator J. Howell Crosby of 
Arlington received three votes and for- 
mer Senator Herbert E. Parsons of 
Greenfield received one on the second 
ballot, making a total of 144. 

The result of the second ballot was 
total 144; necessary for choice 73; Lang- 
try 78, Denny 62, Crosby 3 Parsons 1. 

Following the announcement of the 
nomination of Representative Langtry 
the candidate was given a round of 
cheers, as was Senator Denny. 

On the first ballot at the Republican 


}caucus Representative Albert P. Langtry 


of Springfield received 61 of the 144 votes 
cast, 73 being necessary for a choice;

PARIS—The Matin, which sent a cable 
message to President Diaz of Mexico ask- 
ing about the armistice just announced, 
publishes the following reply today: 

“Phe government is confident that 
peace will be _ reestablished.’’—Porfirio 
Diaz.” ' 


EL PASO, Tex.—Wishing peace to be 
restored all over Mexico at the same 
time, Gen. Francisco I. Madero, the in- 
surrecto leader, has asked the indepen- 
dent leaders outside of the district be- 
tween Juarez and Chihuahua, embraced 
in the five days’ armistice, to hasten to 
El Paso and take part in the pending 
discussion of peace terms. 

The telegraph, the mail and in some 
instances couriers were used to send 
the call. Among those to whom he seut 
word are Jose Maria Pino Saurez, a 
lawyer, who was appointed provisional 
governor of Yucatan -by the rebels and 
who is now at New,Orleans; Guadalupe 
Gonzales, provisional governor of Zu- 
catecas, now at Ojinaga; Abraham Gon- 
zales, provisional governor of Chihuahua 
with headquarters at Guerrero.

CLEOPATRA WORE THE HOBBLE 


London man traces woman's dress down to present day. 


HAT tht hobble skirt is a relic of 
the days of Cleopatra, the great 
Egyptian queen, and fashioned for her 
out of the filmy gauzes of the east by 


her high chief dressmaker, is the state- 


ment of John Simmons of Haymarket, 


London, known in the British metropolis 
as “the William Morris of fashions.” 

“History,” said Simmons, “as we have 
been told since time immemorial, re- 
peats itself. Wher at Thebes in Egypt 
recently I found the pictures of the old 
Egyptian rulers, and most of all was I 
drawn to the likenesses of Cleopatra, 
‘Taia and the Princess Hatissu. There 
seemed to be a haunting familiarity that 
1 could not place. Suddenly like a flash 
it struck me. Ali three were wearing 
hobble skirts. There was the same effect 
of ‘tightly swathed hips, the material 
holding the figure in straight lines from 
the bust until the region of the knees 
was reached, there being no waist line 
discernible. Below the knees the goods 
was fashioned into a flounce somewhat 
resembling our plaited affairs.” 

From the time of Cleopatra down to 
the present day, Simmons traces the evo- 
lution of the hobble skirt. From Egypt 
to Greece was but a step and there hc 
found the chelton, which was nothing 
more nor less than a fuller edition of the 
scanty Egyptian garb, and from Grecce 
to Rome was the next stage, when the 
peplum was found, fuller still, yet pre- 
serving the long straight lines. Then 
came the Normans with an added 
amount of dress goods in their every- 
day garments, and on down the years 
until the famous Tudor period was

reached when the clothes began to get 
bunchy. The climax came. during the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth, when hooped 
skirts became the vogue. In a revulsion 
of tastes, the styles forthwith began to 
revert to the original type and the 
Stuart regime followed. At this time, 
though the gowns were still very fuil, 
they marked an epoch in the history of 
woman’s dress and also in man’s, for 
beauty. 

Then came the modified cushion skirts 
of the good Queen Anne, and so down 
to the Napoleon empire period, which 
witnessed a revolution in the lines of 
woman’s dress. Modern fashions were 
condemned and with one accord the wo- 
men of the empire adopted the simple 
dress of the Greeks. To be classic was 
the keynote of all their endeavors, Back 
to the old Greek styles they went with 
one bound, and so we have come with 
two interludes to the fashions of Cleo- 
patra today. The first interlude was 
the directoire. The second was marked 
by the crinoline, which distinguished the 
early Victorian period. This gradualiy 
subsided into the dress improver and the 
bustle, which brings us up to our own 
day and time. And now we are con- 
fronted with the harem skirt.

PHLOX HAS BEAUTY 


Nearly every one can grow phlox and 


have what is regarded as great success, 


yet few, even among _ professional 
gardeners, know how to coax the greatest 
growth and beauty out of this plant. 

Hardy phlox can be transplanted at 
any time, preferably in the fall or early 
spring, by dividing old clumps, or they 
can be grown from seeds planted very 
shallow as soon as they are ripe. When 
allowed to become dry they are more 
or less disappointing in germination, so 
that we may say division is the best 
method. 

If strong divisions are taken éarly 
in April and planted about 15 to 18 
inches apart and the tops pinched back 
when about four inches high to make 
them spread and not more than two 
or three growths are allowed, they will 
give a very large head of bloom with a 
maximum of florets. Give clean culture 
and an occasional dressing of manure or 
manure water. 

By this method of culture the phlox 
becomes an exceptional flower when 
compared with the big clumps that most 
people allow to grow. ‘To get best re- 
sults they should be planted new each

PINKS EASY FLOWER TO GROW ~ 


Sweet peas delightful and scabiosa of great beauty. 


EY ERY one enjoys cut flowers, and 
many must depend entirely upon 
annuals. Sweet peas will always head 
the list, because of their grate, their col- 
oring, their adaptability, but above all 
else, because of their perfume. They 
have only one fault, and that detracts 
from every other good quality—they are 
not lasting. 

If you are studying the catalogues, 
perhaps the experience of others will 
help you to.decide. Some wish for a few 
sorts that will find a great many points 
of excellence, that will find a congenial 
home in the vegetable garden, rough and 
ready plants. L. H. Bailey tells us the 
plants he likes best are ythose easiest to 
grow, and gives a long list to choose 
from. Probably there is nothing easier 
to grow than the various pinks (dian- 
thus). They come up so promptly and 
forge ahead as if in haste to please. 
There are sO many varieties one can try 
a different kind for many seasons and 
not exhaust the list. For myself, I like 
the single ones best, but all have great 
merit, and always some of the stronger 
plants syrvive the winter and bear flow- 
ers in advance. of seed-sown plants. 

If in quest of grace combined with 
lasting qualities you will find them in a 
superlative degree ,in_ scabiosa; 
wiry stems, topped by a

Centaureas are desir- 
able for corsage wear, as they do not 
wilt quickly. Cut all blossoms intended 
for this purpose in the early morning, 
keep in a cool room, in cold water, till 
needed, thereby prolonging their useful- 
ness. 

Close by the walk or veranda where 
you are sure to be in the late afternoon 
and evening, when you have most leisure 
to enjoy them, plant “four o’clocks.” 
They will cover themselves with glory. 
and smile a cheerful greeting to you and

NEW HAMPSHIRE FISH 
CATCHES GROW LESS 
BUT MORE VALUABLE 


WASHINGTON — Since 1905, reports 
the census bureau, New Hampshire has 
met with a steady decline in the num- 
ber of pounds of fish caught, but the 
value of the product has increased. 

New Hampshire has only one county 
bordering on the Atlantic ocean. The 
value of the fishery products for 1908 
was $53,000, as appears from the special 
census report on the general census for 
1908 of the fisheries of the United States, 
prepared under the direction of William 
E. Steuart, chief statistician for manu- 
factures, which will soon be issued by 
Census Director Durand. 

The number of persons employed was 
79, the value of the boats $13,000, and 
the value of the apparatus of capture 
$10,000. As early as 1888 the bureau of 
fisheries reported that there had been a 
considerable diminution in the impor- 
tance of the fisheries of the state, which 
has continued, although there

Since 1905 the value of the equipment 
has risen from $18,000 to $23,000, while 
the fish caught declined in weight from 

pounds to 6/7,000 pounds, 
the value increased $1000. In 
1888, 3,843,000 pounds of fish were 
caught, valued at $90,000, and in 1898 
the total weight was 3,021,000 pounds 
and the value $49,000. 

The value of the lobsters caught, 
amounting to $43,000, constituted 81 per 
cent of the value of all products in 1908, 
In 1888 the value was only $6300 and 
the increase has been steady since that 
time. In other respects the fisheries of 
the state have decreased in importance. 
The catch of cod declined from 1,426,000 
pounds in 1888 to 135,000 pounds in 
1908, and that of haddock from -.069,000 
pounds to 100,000 pounds. Halibut 
weighing 143.000 pounds were caught in 
1888, but none was reported in 1908, and 
only very small quantities of hake, pol- 
lock and smelt.

there, building a large dry dock for bat- | 
tleships and commercial ships, and 
dredging. These operations distribute a 
great deal of money among the in- 
habitants and employees and make for 
general good business. There are a num- 
ber of visitors to the islands and they 
are increasing all the time and of course 
also spend a great deal of money there. 

“Sugar is the main crop and it is a 
prosperous one. The business of raising 
and canning pineapples comes next and 
is also in a prosperous condition. Gen- 
erally business seems to be on a rise; 
with very good prospects for the future. 


“Exports are mainly sugar and are 
much larger than the imports. Both show 
up satisfactorily and are with the United 
States for the most part. Some busi- 
ness 1s with Europe by way of a few 
sailing vessels around Cape Horn and 
quite a little across the United States. 
Other business is finding its way by a 
line of steamers to Salina Cruz and 
across Mexico by the new railroad. 

“There are a great many races there 
besides the native Hawaiian and thie 
Anglo-Saxon or white race. There is a 
large colony of Japanese, also Chinese, 
koreans, Philippine Islanders, Porto 
liicans, Portuguese and Spaniards. 

“Business is largely in the hands of 
Americans, English and Germans; that 
is, the large firms engaged in importing 
and doing a wholesale business. There 
are many stores operated by Japanese 
and Chinese, dealing largely with their 
own countrymen. ‘There is really no 
social distinction except as regards the 
negroes, and there are only a few of 
these in the islands. Otherwise anyone 
who is cultivated and educated has the 
enjoyment of the best of society, what- 
ever race he may represent. The native 
Hawaiians make up the large part of the 
social life of Honolulu. 

“There is a chance in Hawaii for 
American farmers to raise crops for the 
mainland. The markets in the islands 
are so small that only a comparatively 
small amount of home produce is used. 

“The islands are in need of more 
American citizens. An increase of the 
proportion of white people should be 
one of the policies of the government. 
The settlement of American farmers 
there would be generally suecessful if 
opportunities of reaching the right mar- 
kets on the mainland should be pro- 
vided. The islands are mountainous and 
more roads are needed. 

Approximately 10 or 12 years ago at 
Wahiawa a colony of Americans was es 
tablished of about 14 families. They 
struggled along until finally they settled 
on pineapples as the most suitable crop. |

Immigration from tie 
Azores is being promoted at present, as 
the Portuguese race which comes from 
there is one of the best for labor and 
is a basis for the permanent popula- 
tion. They come to the islands to stay, 
but prefer to leave the plantations when 
they can better themselves. They gen- 
erally wish to acquire land to live on and 
cultivate. They are thrifty, industrious, 
honest and law abiding and make good 
citizens.”

BALTIMORE NEWS—So far as lay 
analysis of the decision may go, it ap- 
pears that the result is to make the 
Hepburn law operate as against the in- 
tent, rather than, against the fact, and 
that the burden will be upon the gov- 
ernment to show that the control and 
management of subsidiary companies are 
of such a character as to negative the 
bona fides of the control as simple stock 
ownership of a separate corporation. 


LOWELL (Mass.) COURIER-CITI-

LONDON IRREGULAR 


With the exception of Union Pacific 
and Southern Pacific New York stocks 
opened this morning at about last night’s 
closing prices, and during the first sales 
held fairly steady. Special pressure was 
brought to bear upon the Harriman 
Pacifies. Southern Pacific opened off 
% at 113%, but soon regained a part of 
the Joss. Union Pacific was off % at 
the opening at 174, and recovered the 
loss in a few minutes. The adverse de- 
cision in the Southern Pacific land suit 
was the disturbing influence. 

A slightly firmer tone developed in 
the local market. The opening was 
around Jast night’s closing prices and 
some fractional gains were made in the 
early trading. 

After the Harriman issues had rallied 
they were allowed to sag off again and 
toward midday prices generally became 
heavy. Business was very dull. 

Steel opened off 144 at 7354 and, after 
advancing to 741%, declined more than a 
point. Bethlehem Steel was up a point 
at the opening at 3174 and advanced 
well above 33. Missouri Pacific was a 
weak feature. It opened Y% lower than 
last night’s closing price at 485% and 
declined under 48. Miami Copper was off 
144 at the opening at 1914 and sold up 
around 20. Amalgamated Copper held 
around 63. Lehigh Valley, after a frac- 
tional advance, declined a point below 
last night’s closing price. 

Arizona Commercial was a strong fea- 
ture of the local market. It opened un- 
changed at 131%, advanced to 15 and then 
sagged off. Allouez was off 2 points at 
30. Osceola opened off 2 points at 98 
but earl¥ regained the loss. Other 
changes were mainly fractional. 

The copper stocks became prominent in 
the afternoon trading. In New York 
Amalgamated advanced more than a 
point from the low of the dav. On the 
local exchange Lake Copper rose a point 
above the opening to 29 before 2 o’clock. 
North Butte and Copper Range also im- 
proved wel]. Business continued very 
quiet. 

LONDON—In the late dealings an 
over-sold condition of the securities mar- 
kets became apparent and the close was 
on a rallying movement.

CLEARING HOUSE 
BANKS OF BOSTON 


Both Average Legal Reserve 
and Average Actual Re- 
serve Higher Than They 


Were One Week Ago. 

The individual reserve standing of local 
national banks, members of the Boston 
clearing house, at present and a week ago, 
is presented in the table given below. In 
addition to the legal reserve carried here 
and in New York (one-half may stand in 
the form of deposits with the New York 
correspondent -banks) we compute what 
may be called actual reserve at present, 
as indicated by the excess reserve in 
New York. The excess of deposits with 
New York reserve agents over the amount 
which may be counted as half of legal 
reserve is here counted part of reserve 
instead of simply an offset to deposit lia- 
bilities, as is done in figuring legal re- 
serves, 

The excess or actual reserve over 25 per 
cent denotes the amount which might ve 
deducted from the total reserves in both 
cities, Boston and New York, and still 
leave the legal reserve intact. 

No reserve is computed against govern- 
ment deposits. The table follows:

Boston since 1908; and Isle Royale and 
Arizona Commercial since 1907. Mo- 
hawk at 36 is the lowest since. 1904, 
when 341% was recorded, while Centen- 
nial now selling in the market for 111% 
per share is Jower than at any time since 
1902. In the case of Tamarack at 34, 
one must go back to 1885, when on April 
22 of that Tamarack shares sold 
lower than market price, 
namely, 33. 
from the high point of 1910 to the 
recent low prices there has been a de- 
preciation of $293,966,746 in the market 
value of 37 of Boston’s prominent cop- 
per specialties. It will be recalled that 
the 1910 high prices were invariably re 
corded in January of that year, so that 
this heavy shrinkage in market value has 
been brought about in a period of abqut

WOOLEN INDUSTRY 
OF ENGLAND AND 
UNITED STATES 


British Textile Trades Em- 
ploy Nearly as Many Op- 
eratives as ‘l'otal American 
Railway Employees. 


Although in the aggregate English 
woolen and worsted mills employ a total 
of 257,000 operatives, or 52 per cent more 
than American mills, the gross value of 
their product is $65,000,000, or 19 per 
eent less than the product of mills in the 
United States. This, of course, is largely 
due to lower values for raw materials, 
and lower scale of wages in England, 
rather than because of any considerable 
difference in efficiency of labor or ma- 
chinery in the two countries. 

Total gross output of British woolen 
and worsted mills is $351,655,000, as 
against $419,000,000 gross for all Amer- 
ican mills. “With this as a basis, it may 
be figured that in American mills each 
operative is responsible for $2496 of 
gross output per annum, American value, 
as against $1368 per capita for the 
“nglishman, English values. : 

The woolen and worsted industry of 
England comprises about 20 per cent to 
25 per cent of the total textile. business 
of England. Cotton industry constitutes 
about 52 per cent of the total textile in- 
dustry both in point of gross business 
and number of employees. English cot- 
ton mills turn out annually $884,000,000 
of gross business, and employ 572,000 
The total English textile in- 
dustry including cotton, woolen, silk, 
linen and other factories as well as the 
bleaching, dyeing and finishing plants 
employ 1,232,000 operatives, and turn out 
gross business of $1,637,115,000 per an- 
num. This in number of employees is 
nearly equal to the total employed on 
all American railway systems combined.

As to the cut in domestic ore, produc- 
ers seem to be of two minda, whether 
to hold up prices-and keep ore in the 
ground, with expectation of getting a 
higher price in a vear or two. or to sell 
now at lower prices and get rid of their 
product. Many merchant furnaces own 
a certain percentage of ore they’ need, 
and buy the rest. They have considera- 
ble stocks of ore, on account of the dull 
winter, and the cut in prices has caused 
the value of this stock, not only of ore. 
but also of iron, to depreciate. This 
also applies to a number of smaller 
steel companies, which have to buy a 
certain amount of ore in the market.

THE GRAIN MARKET. 

C. F. & G. W. Eddy, Inc., of the nl 
Chamber of Commerce, received the fol- 
lowing from their Chicago correspondent:

The weather map showed rains in Ne- 
braska and in the lower Northwest, 
where spring wheat has been seeded, 
making cold conditions very favorable 
for the germination and early growth of 
the crop. At the West there was fur- 
ther uneasiness on the part of May 
shorts, while locally the May wheat went 
to a discount under the July. 

Corn market fairly active and lower. 
The demand for corn for export has been 
excellent for the past week, but the re- 
action abroad will probably have a ten- 
dency to check the foreign buying. 

Oats market was weak and fairly act- 
ive. Decline on favorable weather was 
general throughout the West and North- 
west and there was:apprehension that 
the recent advance would result in an in- 


creased movement in the country.

PARIS—A lively debate has just taken 
place in the Senate on.the foreign pol- 
icy of the government, and as this is the 
first on this subject since M. Cruppi took 
charge of the foreign affairs of the coun- 
try it assumes more than ordinary im- 
portance. 

The debate was opened by M. Gaudin 
de Vitlaine, 
attacked the

government, declaring that 
the Potsdam interview had revealed the 
impotence of the Franeo-Russian alili- 
ance and that it could only be regarded 
as a paper alliance, 

M. Gaudin de Vitlaine was followed 
by M. Lamarzelle, who continued in the 
same strain, adding that the action of 
Russia Was a volte tace, for previously 
to the Potsdam meeting Russia had al- 
ways allied with France and England 
on all Asiatic questions, 

He regarded the Bagdad railway agree- 
micnt as having serious consequences, the 
commercial interests involved, although 
important, really insignificant 
compared with the political interests 
which aimed at India and Egypt and 
that the deteat Was aggravated by the 
fact that Eigland had apparently ae- 
cepted it. 

This very outspoken criticism on -a

M. Cruppi to his feet, and he repliet 
on belialt of the governmeyt. saving that 
he intended to pursue a policy that was 
positive and that his aim was to make 
Jranece powertul.

France would pursue 
a policy of cooperation whenever their 
interests were in common and when they 
had to defend the interests of the re- 
public they would do so with modera- 
tion and firmness. 

The minister went on to say that with 
revard to Turkey they continued to view 
with sympathy al] development and the 
liberal institutions of the new regime. 
and he saw no reason why France should 
not participate in an eastern loan, pro- 
vided it was made in conformity with 
her own interests in those regions and 
with the moral obligation imposed upon 
her by her situation in Europe. 

The debate was summed up in a speech 
from that able statesman M. Ribot, who 
replied in a few words to the criticism 
of M. Lamarzelle, and this speech is 
regarded here as the most important in- 
dication of the feeling in the Senate as 
well as the most valuable contribution 
to the debate. 

After referring to the speech of M. 
Lamarzelley M. Ribot said that appar- 
ently he would like to convince England 
that Germany and Russia wished to 
oust her from the Persian gulf, but, un- 
fortunately for Mr. Lamarzelle’s point, 
it appeared that Sir Edward Grey was 
not of that opinion. Surely they need 
not be more English than the English 
themselves. England knew how to man- 
age her own affairs and it was ridiculous 
to tell her that she did not realize what 
she was doing. 

The Bosnian’ question was not con- 
ducted as it ought to have been, but “in 
saying that Germany had inflicted a 
severe check to the triple entente, one 
should not forget that from the very 
commencement of this business we had 
said that it would not result in a cause 
for war. Perhaps we had been wrong 
to say so, but nevertheless it had been 
said. The German Emperor had per- 
haps come off triumphant without run- 
ning any risk—it was quite right from 
a political point of view to take advan- 
tage of the situation, but one should not 
forget the facts.” .

AEJEGTO ANTI-HUME

LONDON—The anti-home rule amend- 
ment to the second clause of the Parlia- 
ment bill proposing to exclude “any bill 
to establish a separate Parliament and 
executive for Ireland,” which was moved 
by John B. Lonsdale, Unionist member 
for Mid-Armagh, in the House of Com- 
mons Monday night was defeated by a 
vote of 284 to 190. 

The prime minister, Mr. Asquith, and 
the home secretary, Mr. Churchill, during 
the course of the debate, reiterated the 
government's intention to proceed with 
the bill for the reform of the House 
of Lords during the present Parliament. 

Mr. Churchil] explained that the fact 
that the Parliament bill, although it se- 
cured the predominance of the House 
of Commons, would still leave to the 
House of Lords the power of vexatious 
interference with liberal measures, was 
in itself security that the government 
would seek the reform of the upper 
chamber. 

A. J. Balfour, leader of the opposi- 
tion, spoke in favor of the amendment. 

Duncan Vernon Pirie, Liberal devolu- 


deen, moved an amendment exempting 
the establishment of an Irish parliament 
less similar legislatures were provided 
ior the other parts of the United King- 
dom.

THERE appears to be good ground for the

ment to the United States constitution, 
for | with regard to its speedy ratification by the 
- necessary number of states. Thirty have 
already given it approval; only five more 
are required. Of all the states that have 
acted on the amendment only four have 
rejected it definitely: West Virginia, New 
Hampshire, Rhode Island and Louisiana. In Senator Brown's 
opinion the five states necessary to engraft the income tax amend- 
ment upon the organic law will have given it their sanction before 
Congress shall be able to pass upon a comprehensive bill for the 
revision of the tariff. It will not be necessary, he thinks, to await 
the action of the legislatures that do not assemble until next winter 
in order to put the new constitutional provision. into effect. 

Naturally the effect of the adoption of the income tax amend- 
ment by the requisite number of states will have a very strong 
bearing upon future tariff legislation. As Senator Brown puts it, 
the argument that duties cannot be reduced or abolished because 
the treasury will need the revenue will no longer be effective. It 
is his intention, he declares, to introduce an income tax bill as 
soon as there is conclusive ratification of the amendment. He 
believes that this measure will net the treasury $100,000,000 annually. 
The treasury officials admit, he says, that the tax on incomes will 
produce $70,000,000 a year. Tariff revisionists, of course, will find 
in an income increase approximating even the latter figure a power- 
ful argument in favor of the reduction of duties that are now 
levied, ostensibly with the purpose of enabling the government to 
meet its running expenses. 

It must not be forgotten, however, that increased income in 
the past has not led the friends of high tariff to scale duties down- 
ward. Rather has it been the rule to increase the expenses of the 
government to meet the increase in revenues. There has been a 
very pronounced change of popular sentiment against the protective 
tariff recently, it is true, and one consequence has been to deprive 
the protectionists of control in Congress; but it 1s by no means 
certain that either the public or its representatives will be ready 
to accept an income tax law as early as Senator Brown anticipates. 
Even with the granting to the federal authority of ability to levy 
a tax on incomes, there is certain to be a long discussion on the 
right of the federal government to drain the revenues of the several 
states, on the question of uniformity of taxation between the states, 
and, last though not least, on the question of double taxation.

| in size second only to that at Assouan on 
_ the Nile, in power capacity second to none 
|, in existence. Its total length will be 5800 
feet; its height, thirty-seven feet. | The 
reenforced concrete of which it is to be composed will find a 
foundation in the limestone bedrock beneath the river. Above it 
will be formed a lake between three and five miles wide and some 
forty miles long. Thirty turbines fed by this Jake will generate 
250,000 electric horsepower, enough, it is said, to light every pri- 
vate and public lamp, run every street car and turn every factory 
wheel in practically every Mississippi valley city from St. Louis 
to St. Paul. According to a writer in the World Today, contracts 
have been signed already for the transmission of 60,000 horsepower 


to St. Louis, 175. miles south, to run the street cars and light the. 


streets of that city. The Keokuk enterprise will involve an expen- 
diture of about $20,000,000. 

‘A few days ago forty feet of water was reported from Cairo. 
From this time on high water will doubtless be reported from. all 
points ofi the Mississippi, the Missouri and the,Ohio. After the

spring freshets and the “June rise” the copious waters will have 
passed on toward the gulf and the ocean, where they are not needed, 
from a land where they would be of incalculable value if properly 
stored, harnessed and employed. 

The lake above the dam at Keokuk is to be simply a storage 

reservoir. For thirty years or more engineets have been striving 
to impress communities along and tributary to the great rivers of 
the West that the storing of the waters would solve the overflow 
and navigation problems. It is known now that storage will do 
far more than this. Not only will it prevent the annual floods 
and provide water for navigation through the dry season, but it 
will furnish the power with which to navigate and leave a surplus 
for industries that will make river navigation profitable. 
_ The dam at Keokuk must be regarded as simply an illustra- 
tion of what might be done, what remains to be done, elsewhere, 
in the Ohio between Pittsburg and Cairo, in the Mississippi between 
Minneapolis and Vicksburg, in the Missouri between Sioux City 
and St. Charles. If the power that lies potentially in those streams 
Shall be used, the manufacturing cities of the Mississippi valley 
will be independent of coal, its communities will be free from 
smoke, and heat, light and power will be as plentiful as water.

In MAINE owners of timber land have begun 
to raise lumber, it is said, by the “crop.” 
instead of waiting for the state government 
to act. With them it has become a plain, 
every-day business proposition; since they 
learned that wasteful cutting of trees injured 
the land and dried the watercourses, these 
men have viewed the whole matter in an 
entirely different light. Now they realize 
that replacing of that which 1s taken away 
is the true basis of all conservation. If the pulp manufacturing

plants are to be kept in operation, there must be material for them 


to work upon, and unless new trees grow where trees are cut down 
it is apparent that barren land must be the inevitable result. 

land owners in Maine now make strict contracts that reduce 
the waste of cutting to a minimum. Hardly any part of the tree is 
thrown away. No tall stumps are left standing when the cutter 
finishes his work. ‘The cutters are made to observe definite rules 
making for the economy of timber, and their activities are under 
Inspection, oftentimes by experienceck foresters, employed to see that 
the agreements are kept inviolate. By requiring the cutter to pay 
the land owner double the amount of ‘“‘stumpage,” or price for the 
privilege of felling trees, in the event of his failure to abide -by the 
agreement, the entire matter 1s handled without special legislation 
and without the necessity of appealing to the courts. 

In addition to the inauguration of this system for preventing 
waste Maine since 1902 has perfected a system of forest fire pro- 
tection that has been copied by the United States government. Here 
is a state where there are immense forests as yet untouched by the 
woodsman's axe. »- For Maine has been practising conservation in 
the last eight or nine years while others have been talking about it. 
Apparently forest preservation has been placed on a correct basis 
there. As opposed to waste, it spells the difference between profit 
and loss. Once let such enlightenment come to the individual land 
owner in any state and private conservation may accomplish even 
yreater results than can be effected by either the national or the state 
governments working alone. | 


THERE has been forty feet of water in the Mississippi river 
channel at Cairo this spring, and it seems a shame that, as in 
all previous springs, so much water is running to waste. 
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lk cost has been all that prevented any 
small city or town from owning and main- 
-taining a self-propelled fire engine, that 
stock argument must have lost much of tts 
pungency when opposed to the logic of 
recent events. The auto fire apparatus has 
been attaining a degree of reliability, econ- 
omy and efficiency that already causes the | 
horse to appear outclassed as a factor in | 
home protection.

For 
research has disclosed the fact that the old fire engine may readily 
be converted into an automobile. 

Most of the smaller communities still depend entirely on the 
old-fashioned fire-fighting equipment. But this fact does not argue

that they fail to appreciate the merits of the powerful, speedy 


machines that quickly cover the ground between the engine-house 
and a burning structure. Probably there are few sizable towns 
in America that have not considered the question of relegating the 
fire horse to second place and purchasing up-to-date apparatus. 
Doubtless many of them will be glad to learn that a comparatively 
moderate expenditure will enable a town to fit its fire engine for 
self-propulsion. The New York authorities believe they are jus- 
tified in predicting that the horse-drawn fire engine, tender,’ truck 
or water tower will soon be a thing of the past within their domain; 
their latest model engine, by combining great motive power and 
the ability to putnp water at unusually high pressure, excels any 
machine of the sort yet assembled. Moreover, it has traveled forty 
miles an hour in a test run under service conditions in which the 
horse-drawn vehicle could not have covered one third that distance 
in the same time. 3 

When it is considered that estimates place the expense of 
inaintaining an auto engine of this type at one eighth to one four- 
teenth the annual charges for a team of horses for a single outfit, 
the last barrier against its adoption in many cases seems removed. 
Granting that the test described and’ the comparisons cited are rea- 
sonably conclusive, it wouldappear that the best of protection
